Army; he then worked for two years at the International

Harvester Corp. Farmall plant before enlisting in the United

States Air Force and serving during the Korean Conflict; he

attended Augustana College and graduated from Black Hawk

College with an Associate of Arts; he married Jacquelyn Porter

in Rock Island on May 30, 1953; and

WHEREAS, Roy McGuire joined the Rock Island Police

Department on April 1, 1952, serving as a Sergeant, Lieutenant,

and Acting Chief of Police; he retired as Chief of Detectives

on November 28, 1977; he later served as a supervisor with the

Street Department; he graduated from the Federal Bureau of

Investigation's National Academy in 1969 at the White House in

Washington, D.C.; and
